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(54) Improvements In golf clubs 

(57) A golf club comprises a club hoad assembly (1 1 ) to which is connected a shaft assembly (23). There fa a band In the 
shaft assembly which means that the club assembly is offset from the axis of the shaft assembly. The angle of offset Is 
chosen, together with the weight distribution and dimensions of dub head and shaft assemblies, so that the assembled dub 
has a desired *bias angle" (i.e., the angle which the club face makes with the vertical when the dub is placed on a horizontal 
surface with the club head assembly hanging freely). 

The club head is made in two or more pans which are connected together, and there is a socket which is connected to 
both pans and has a bore for receiving the dub shaft. 

The grooves in the face of the dub head are of less depth at the toe thereof than the heel. 
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
